In order to fully understand this question of 
board, perhaps it would bo well to refer to an- 
other question incidental though not directly 
connected with it.

J.'or years it has been the custom with sheriffs 
to charge on tho arrest and committal o[ prison- 
era what are termed double commitments and 
discharges; and sometimes these corr.Tnitmcntw 
have been trebled, and c-en quadrupled, before j 
prisoner had passed through the ordeals inci- 
dent to his arrest and punishment. It. has also 
been assumed that in view of these extra foes 
the sheriff could aftord to board the prisom-rs 
at a lower rate, and 
board ought to be 
eorrespnndi:i"ly reduced. Previous to Novem- 
ber. 1S7S. the board of prisoners confined at tlie 
j.-iil was three dollars to three aud 50-100 dollars 
per week, and one time as high as foui dollars 
and fifty cents par week, exclusive of washing, 
notwithstanding thesi) prices blliiriifs were al- 
lowed the extra or double commitment*, and 
diflcliarfrsn. nt the period abpvo mentioned 137,-t, 
tho board of supervisors adopted a rcjolution 
lixini: the hoard ot prisoners at $i.W pir WPCIC, 
assuming that wad a sufficient compensation in 
view of the other fees reuoiwjl by the sherilt.

or cut oft what are presumed to be illegal 
charges of double oo/ninittmi-iits and prevent 
the reooptior. of persona until they had boon 
du1)- committed by the courts. This resolution 
as interpreted hy the piwnt sheriff deprives 
himot Quite an important itnm of his income, 
and that it doca him an injimtiee in view of. the 
pay his predecessors received for like services.

Showing that In the lust two months of J8S3, 
a decrease of nearly ono-half—at the i>rcheut 
time there being but eight—while the running 
extenses of tho jail baa not proportionately de- 
creased. The necessary help must bo kept in 
rondinesb for large numbers. Tho price of pro- 
ri-iuus at the present time is somewhat lower 
than the average, but wij.li a strong probability 
of a material advance during the coming sea- 
son, or before Uio year passes. 
Your committee do not feel called upon to 


muke a'iy detailed statement oC comparative 
costs of provisions, or the kind that may bo 
naed at the jail. The revised statutes provides 
that prisoners shall bo served three nme» (- 
day with wholesome food, which sh 11 bo well 
cooked, and of sufficient quantities.

During the year 1333 your committee bavi< vis- 
He the asylum throe times, and have made 
such investigations in the manner anil r.n-thod 
of caring for tlie poor and 
the insane us 
their limited limo would pormit, always belli-' 
courteously aided by thn superintendent and 
hiii wife tUr. and Mre. Conaot.) On the iirrit 
day of ,) uue, lt*£l, there were 47 insane patients 
at tbo asylum,'AJ males and 127 females. Of this 
number 13 were able to work equal lo one-half 
ordinary labor, 20 were- able to do some light 
work, equaling perhaps one-rtnarter ordinary 
labor, -I were under temporary restraint. Soino 
of the patients were allowed to range the farm 
atlwill under no apparent restraint, othen. were 
allowed large liberties, but generally within 
range of the keeper's observation. 


On November J, 1883, there wore Kl insar,e pa- 


llcntu at the asylum, an addition of 11 hiuce 
,1 u:ie, lit males and 2y females, on -Occcmber 1st 
then1 were W plitienM at the asylum, '^t rnnles 
and 3'2 ftmalw. This ailditioiial .number 
<-iiim''froni the stale ha>.piuil near Madison. Of 
the wliolenuniberutthis time 7 were able to 
do full ordinary labor. 17 oould do labor equal 
to on^-half, 1IJ could do somo light work and 
clioreing. How to proviilo labor for these per- 
sons aud utilize it to the best advantage, b-vj 
bci-r. a constant siudy with the superin tendon t, 
aud how well ho has succeeded is shown by the 
fact that almost ail the farm labor lias boon 
douti by the uibiiuc, besides doing a large 
amount, ot other labor incidental to the erection 
of a boiler hor.de. removal of boiler, such as 
excavating, 
(Trading, digging uenehos for 
steam pipc-s. hauling brick, phovelingsand un- 
loading coal, 4c,, thus saving to the county a 
lurge sum yearly, that by incomtictoot mar.agf- 
intnt would belofit. The female department is 
under the immediate charge of Miss Dopp. wlin 
seems to be especially fitted for this responsible 
position. ijli<! is pleasant and practical, in her 
intercourse with the. patients discharging her 
duties liriuly but with kindly .solicitude.

The care oC these nearly 100 patients.with their 
acercgation woes, their physical UI, and mental 
ailment calls for not only a great amount of la- 
bor but good judgment to perform these duties 
wisely and well. Much can bo saved to tho 
county in dollars and oen'.s by a judicious and 
economical administration of aflatrs at tho 
county asylum.
